Wanhington.—The aeeretary of vvar, 
and with him the military officers c*f 
hi* departm ent, nrp desirous that mem­ 
ber* of National Guard organization* 
should understand that It I* nothing 
but the necessities of a military 
which have compelled th** authorities 
to order a consolidation of some of the 
than { "tate regiments which thereby neces­ 
sarily larg*-ly m ust lose their identity. 
Telegram s and 
letters 
of 
protest 
•gainst the consolidation of different 
state rcglrneuLs into one still ar** pour­ 
ing Into th*? departm ent, a*id the civil­ 
ian officials and the army officers un­ 
questionably are perturbed because of 
tho attitude of officers arid men of 
some of the Gunrd organizations to­ 
ward consolidation. 
It appears that rather than ic* los# 
Its Identity as the Fighting Fiftieth, or 
the Keokuk Blues, or the Kalamazoo 
Cracks, some of th** Guar*! regim ents 
would prefer that military wisdom he 
foregone and that they la* allowed to 
go Into the fight against the G erm ans 
In their old formations, which would 
mean to enter the battle In a m anner 
not approved by students of modern 
warfn re. 
I have been asked personally by one 
of th** highest military officials In the 
United States to w rite an explanation 
of why those consolidations *-f regi­ 
ments ar** necessary, and why it i* 
that some officer*, temporarily at least, 
must lose their positions of first com­ 
mune!. 
Pershing Urged the Change. 
It was General Pershing who urged 
on th** American military authorities 
tm* necessity of having the regim ental 
form ations correspond to tho*** of the 
French and British now actually on the 
fighting line. 
Three years of trench 
work and such open field work a-* there 
has been have proved that a complete I 
change in th** regimental form ations 
must ho made. 
Th** war departm ent, j 
wishing to *1** what it can to insure so J 
far as is possible quick victory, has tai j 
alternative hut to change the old or* J 
ga ti I/aition plan. 
Under th** new rule a regiment must , 
contain about 3.04X1 men. 
This makes j 
lf 
absolutely necessary 
that 
some j 
Guard regim ents shall be combined to ! 
make a new regiment. Th** w hole sys- J 
tem of organization has undergo!!** a j 
change. The necessity f>f m achine gnu ; 
troops tins made it imperative that

motions. Th** w ar departm ent realizes j 
that in a m easure this splitting of reg!- |

ar** necessary. 
There is one colonel to a regiment. 
When two «slitting regiments are com­ 
bined Into cen* it means that th** junior 
colonel must he displace*) from com­ 
mand, or lf it shall he deemed wise 
from th** m ilitary sense to put th** Jun­ 
ior in chief command, the senior feels 
that he had been slight***!. 
No Officer to Lose Hi* Rank. 
It can be said, however, that no • ol« ! 
on el, unless found unfit, will lose his 
rank.
